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V. ^art of a Letter from Dr. Nettleton, Thyfi- 
clan at Halifax, to Dr.Jurin, ^ S. Seer con- 
cerning the Inoculation of the Small Pox, 
and the Mortality of that Dijiemper in the natU' 
ral Way. 

TH E R E are two Propofitions advanced by the Fa- 
vourers of the Pracfiice of Inoculation, concern- 
ing which the Publick leems to require more full Satif^ 
fad:ion. That the T)ijiemper rats' d by Inoculation is 
really the Small "Pox ; and, That it is much more 
mild and favourable, and far lefs mortaly than the 
natural fort. 

The former of thefe is not lb much dilputed now, 
as it was at firft, when this Method was introduced, 
nor can it be made a doubt of by any one, who 
has feen thole that have been inoculated, and has alfb 
been much converlant: in the natural Small Pox* 
There is ullully no manner of difference to b£ obler- 
A'ed betwixt the one fort and the other, when the 
Number of Puflules is nearly the lame ; but in both 
there are almofl infinite Degrees of the Diftemper, ac- 
cording to the difference of that Number. All the 
Variation that can be perceived of the Ingrafted Small 
Pox from the Natural, is, that in the former the Pu- 
flules are commonly fewer in Number, and all the reft 
of the Symptoms are in the fame Proportion more fa- 
vourable. They exadrly refemble what we call the Di- 
flind Sort : the Symptoms before the Eruption are the 
very lame, and when the Pullules begin to rife, their 
Appearance is the fame, as well as their Periods of 
Maturation and Declenfion ; they are at lirfl of the 
fame florid, rofy Colour, and when fiilly ripe, of as 
a fair 
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fair a yellow. They commonly rile as round and as 
large as the other, and when they are very numerous, 
the Inflammation and fwelling of the Face comes on 
at the ufual Time, and is followed by the Ixvelling of 
the Hands and Feet, and only once I oblerved a Sali- 
vation, tho' the Puftules were diftind:. In the Natu- 
xal Small Pox, when the Puftules are very few, we 
fometimes obferve, they do not rife to fo great a Bulk, 
neither do they ripen fo fully, nor continue fo long 
as uliial ; and it is the fame in the way of Inoculation, 
in lliort, as this Diftemper is raifed by an Ingraftment 
firom the Small Pox, ias it has the very lame Appear- 
ance, and as it is capable of producing the lame by In- 
fedion, there feems to be no room to doubt of its 
being the true and genuine Small Pox. And if that 
be allowed, it will follow from thence, as a Corolla- 
ry, that Thofe, who have been inoculated^ are in no 
more "Danger of receiving the T>ijiemper again^ than 
l^hofe who have had it in the ordinary Way. And 
this is alio thus far confirmed by Experience. We are 
very ready to own, that the Operation may Ibmetimes 
fail : thofe Gentlemen, who firll communicated to the 
Uoyal Society Ibmc Account of this Practice from 
Turkey.^ did both of them intimate {o much ; tho' I be- 
lieve that will but rarely happen. In one * In- 
ftance here, I obferved no Eruption at all, nei- 
ther did the Wounds inflame and hitW. any more 
than would have follow'd from a common Incifion, 
which made me conclude, that what was apply'd had 
not taken Effed:, and indeed the Reaibn of it was very 
well known to me. In three others, tho' the Wounds 
did inflame, and fwell, and difcharge confiderably, yet 
the Eruptions were {o imperfed:, as to leave me a X\vc\q

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in doubt : but two of thefe have fince been fufficiently 
try'd, by being conftantly with thofe who had the Small 
Pox, without receiving any Infediion ; which makes 
me incHned to believe they will always be fecure from 
any danger of it. As to all the reft, neither I nor any 
body elfe, who law them, did in the leaft queftion, 
but that they had the true Small Pox. 

As to the latter Propofitiont That the Ingrafted. 
Small Tox is far lefs dangerous than the Natural: 
the Truth of this, I liippole, can only be found by 
making a Comparilbn, fo far as our Experience will 
extend. In order to this, I have taken an Account in 
this Town, and fome Part of the Country, and have 
procured the fame from feveral other Towns ha-e- 
abouts, where the Small Pox has been Epidemical this 
laft Year, with as much Exacitnefs as was poflible, 
how many have had the Small Pox, and how many 
out of that Number have died. Some of thefe I did 
fend you the laft Summer, but I will beg leave to re- 
peat them amongft the reft, that they may be all under 
one view.

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I aai very fenfible you will require a great number 
oF Obfervations, before you can draw any certain 
ConclufionS. I would only crave leave to remark, 
that it appears from thefe Accounts, that this lafl Year, 
in this Part of the Kingdom, almoft nineteen out of 
every hundred, or near one jith of thofe^ who have 
had the natural Small 'Pox, have died; whereas out of 
Jixty one which have been inoculated hereabouts, not 
one has died ; for as to the Cafe of Mr. John Symfon's 
Daughter, which would have made the fixty lecond, I 
leave it out of my Account, and I will refer it to any 
impartial Judgment, whether I may not juftly dofo *. 
The Fadts are open to every one's Enquiry, and who- 
ever will give himfelf the Trouble, may be latisfied as 
to the Truth of them.
